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King: Time has come for dialogue on federation 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein declared Monday that the time has come 
for Jordan to begin talks with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), the sole leg- 
itimate representative of the Palestinian 
people, to formulate the basis of the rel- 
ationship between the Palestinians and Jor- 
danians in a federation. 


“Proceeding from our full con- 
cern about this link and keeping ft 
under all the circumstances, this 
formnja should be drafted in a 
manner which could enable us to 
make it public on the basis of our 
commitment to the right of free 
self-determination for the Jor- 
danian and Palestinian peoples,” 
the King said. 

King Hussein said the unity 
which links the Jordanian and Pal- 
estinian peoples is the holiest, 
most successful and soundest 
model of Arab unity since the 
Great Arab Revolt. 

The King, in a nationally bro- 


adcast speech to a special session 
of the National Consultative Cou- 
ncil (NCC) and the Upper House 
of Parliament and to rep- 
resentatives of Jordanian official 
and non-official groups: “The 
Palestinian problem is strictly a 
Jordan! an-Paiestinian affair. We 
will never allow anybody to int- 
erfere." He added that the fra- 
mework for federation would be 
tested soon in a referendum. 

King Hussein affirmed Jordan's 
commitment and adherence to the 
Fez summit conference res- 
olutions, “which represent the 
maximum and minimum asp- 


irations of the Arab Nation.” 

Arab peace plan 

He said the eight-point Arab 
peace plan should uot be regarded 
as a reply to the American pro- 
posals in the Middle East, because 
the Arab position is a “position to 
which we are committed and 
which we defend and support fir- 
mly and resolutely. However this 
does not mean that we will take a 
negative stand towards the Ame- 
rican initiative because it is a move 
in which we see some positive poi- 
nts. The American arena, imp- 
ortant as it is, should not be left for 
our foe and enemy.” 

Speaking on the massacre of 


Palestinian refugees in Lebanon in 
which hundreds of men. women 
and children were killed. King 
Hussein said the man who planned 
for and implemented this mas- 
sacre is the same man who carried 
out the Dir Yassin massacre, and 
he is now the top man in Israel. 
Years after Dir Yassin, another 
man with the same mentality and 
of the same school, who is now in 
charge of the Israeli military mac- 
hine. committed several other 
massacres, including the recent 
Beirut massacre. 

The goal behind the Dir Yassin 
massacre years ago. the King said, 
was to implant terror in people to 
evacuate them from their land. 
“The Beirut operation comes at

this time in particular to achieve 
the same goals against our people 
in Lebanon. It was also especially 
intended to undermine the cre- 
dibility of the United States and to 
deal a blow to the country which 
pledged to safeguard the security 
and safety of the residents there 
after the departure of the Pal- 
estinian fighters from Beirut.” 

Naturally, the King said, this 
should prompt the United States 
not to hesitate to make the proper 
reply to this anion. “As for the 
whole world, it has seen and felt 
the reality of Israel and its ind- 
ulgence into crime under the guise 
of darkness and its violation of all 
values and norms and human 
rights of the individual and the 
group in a blatant and rude way." 

Speaking about the Soviet 
Union's stand towards the Arab- 
Is raeli conflict. King Hussein said 
that the Soviet Union has been 
supporting the Arabs to build 
their milftaiy strength. “It has also 
been supplying them (Arabs) with 
the roost modem weapons and 
equipment. The Soviet Union is 


also calling for a just and hon- 
ourable peace as well as the ina- 
dmissibility of the forcible seizure 
of lands. It is also calling for the 
right of the Palestinian people to 
regain their lands and to establish 
their own slate." 

As for Western Europe, the 
King said, it has changed its pos- 
ition in recent years. “Israel and 
the Zionist movement are trying 
to internationalise the dispute in 
this part of the world to become a 
dispute between the two sup- 
erpowers." 

‘No internationalisation’ 

The King explained that if the 
dispute is internationalised, it 
would be at the expense of “our 
identity, freedom, rights, past and 
future generations. No doubt, the 
West European position had a 
great and positive impact in pre- 
venting the internationalisation of 
this dispute. It has also helped inf- 
luence the U.S. position in par- 
ticular and reach the American 
public in a way much better than 


would have been achieved had 
Western Europe continued its 
traditional policy of supporting 
the United States on this issue 
without questioning or dis- 
cussion.” 

The King said the United States 
believes in Security Council res- 
olutions Nos. 242 and 33 S; and in 
the Camp David accords towards 
which we have clearly, decisively, 
finally and absolutely defined our 
position. “We have not been con- , 
suited on Camp David and wc 
have not been a party in its dra- 
fting. Nor did wc accept the role 
which had been designated for 
us." 

The King said it is up to the 
United States to influence Israel at 
any coming phase to reach a just 
and honourable peace in this port 
of the world. 

Speaking about the Fez summit 
conference. King Hussein said, 
“Since my return from the Fez 
summit, I found it necessary to call 
you for such a meeting with the

Beirut to request return of international force 


BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese 
cabinet decided Monday to ask 
that a multi-national force return 
to Beirut following the massacre 
of Palestinian refugees last week. 

An official statement on Mon- 
day’s cabinet session said the role 
of the.force should be “to help the 
Lebanese army in the task of mai- 
ntaining the security and safety of 
the population in the western area 
of the capital, Beirut, and its sub- 
urbs.” 

Cabinet sources, who had dis- 
closed the decision before the off- 
icial announcement, said the force 


should stay for at least 20 days. 

A force of about 2,200 U.S., 
French and Italian troops was sta- 
tioned in Beirut until last Tuesday 
to oversee the evacuation of Pal- 
estinian forces, to support the 
Lebanese army and to guarantee 
the safety of civilians. 

The day the force left, a massive 
bomb blast killed President-elect 
Bashir Gemayel. On Wednesday 
morning, Israeli troops invaded 
west Beirut and on Thursday aft- 
ernoon, according to eyewitness 
accounts, rightist Lebanese mil- 
itiamen moved into the Pal- 


estinian refugee camps of Sabra 
and Shatila. 

Western diplomats said France 
and Italy were ready to supply 
troops. Everything now depended 
on President Reagan deciding on a 
plan of action and securing Israeli 
agreement to it, they added. 

“If it's going to be done it’s got 
to be done very fast," one Western 
envoy commented. “The danger is 
now.” 

The terror of the massacre, 
which took place close to Israeli 
army positions, affected the whole 
of west Beirut Monday. 


At one point, men. women and 
children fled in panic in an area 
near the headquarters of the main 
leftist militia group, the Mur- 
abitoun. as rumours spread that 
right-wing gunmen were on the 
rampage in Palestinian camps fur- 
ther south. But there was app- 
arently no truth in the reports. 

Nerves were strained as Israeli 
patrols in armoured personnel 
carriers, aided in some cases by 
what appeared to be Lebanese 
informers, raided buildings for 
arms.

World condemns Israel Brezhnev 


LONDON (Agencies) — The 
massacre of Palestinian refugees 
in camps in the Lebanese capital 
on Friday and Saturday continued 
to provoke condemnations and 
expressions of indignation and 
horror from all parts of the world 
Monday. 

In Brussels, the European Eco- 
nomic Community issued a strong 
statement of shock and repulsion 
at the massacre and called for the 
immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from the area. 

A statement by the foreign min- 
isters of the community said they 
“strongly condemn this criminal 
' act and call for the necessary mea- 
sures to be taken to ensure the 
safety of the civilian population." 

Kuwait, Tunisia 

The emir of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Taber Al Ahmad Al Sabah, ord- 
ered the cancellation of ‘Eid Al 
Adha festivities next week in 
mourning for the massacre of Pal- 
estinians in Beirut, an official sta- 
tement said. 

The feast follows the annual 
Muslim pilgrimage to Mecca, 
Saudi Arabia. 

- In Tunis* President Habib Bou- 
■rguiba has ordered three days of 
mourning throughout Tunisia 
from Tuesday following the mas- 
sacre of Palestinian civilians in 


Beirut, the Tunisian news agency 
said.

The Irish Times, Ireland's most 
authoritative daily, branded the 
Beirut massacre by right-wing mil- 
itiamen as “appalling, fenzied 
cruelty."

DAMASCUS (R) — The Pal- 
estine Central Council Monday 
said Israel, the Lebanese army, 
and the three nations whose forces 
supervised the PLO evacuation 
from Beirut were responsible for 
the massacre of Palestinian civ- 
ilians there. 

The council, after a one-day 
meeting, pledged that the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO ) will avenge the bloodshed 
in Beirut. “The murderers will 
have to give a hard and bitter acc- 
ount," it added. 

The statement said the Leb- 
anese array was partly to blame 
because the massacre, at the Sabra 
and Shatila refugee camps, took 
place after it had taken over res- 
ponsibilities in west Beirut. 

It held the United States res- 
ponsible because the killing occ- 
urred while the Reagan adm- 
inistration was still supporting Isr- 
ael. 

“The massacre took place des- 
pite guarantees given Ity Ame- 
rican special envoy Philip Habib' 
and the agreement held with 
him... it shows that America is not 
qualified for an even-handed role 
(in the Middle East)” the sta- 
tement added.

Arafat meets 
Fahd in Jeddah 

JEDDAH (R) — Palestinian lea- 
der Yasser Arafat arrived in Saudi 
Arabia Monday for talks with 
King Fahd as a Saudi government 
minister rejected any compromise 
that would allow Israeli troops to 
stay in Lebanon. 

Mr. Arafat, leader of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), was greeted by the king 
and a 21-gun salute at Jeddah air- 
port. He flew in from Damascus 
on his first visit to the kingdom 
since Israeli forces invaded Leb- 
anon last June. 

Information Minister Moh-

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) 

— Evidence emerged Monday 
that Israeli leaders were informed 
of the massacre of Palestinians in 
Beirut refugee camps soon after it 
started but did nothing to stop it 
for 36 hours. 

Israeli correspondents said they 
learned of the killings on Friday 
morning although government 
spokesmen have stated that first 
reports from Beirut reached Israel 
only at midday on Saturday.

“War crimes in Beirut."

Kreisky: ‘Israel has lost its moral reputation’

BRUNO KREISKY has been 
Chancellor of Austria since 1970. 
and is thus the longest-surviving 
leader of a Western European 
country — because Austria, 
though neutral, and far to the east, 
can only properly be described as 
Western European. Partly 
because of his long tenure, his 
friend Willy Brandt calls him 
Kaiser Kreisky. As a young man. 
In the an sc hi us s of 193S. he saw 
his country disappear. In 1955, he 
was one of the delegation which 
negotiated the State Treaty by 
which Russia conceded to an 
occupied and astonished Austria 
its independence. 

He is a Jew who has received 
Yasser Arafat of the PLO and who 
now says that Israel, has by its 
actions in Lebanon, destroyed the 
moral basis of its existence. He 
holds the same high office as Met- 
temich once did, and though that 
prince was Chancellor of a very 
different Austria, there is a link. 

It is this. The aged Mettemich. 
having returned from the exile 
enforced on him by the revolu- 
tions of 1948, advised the new 
young emperor, Franz Joseph. 
That young emperor lived to reign 
even longer than Queen Victoria, 
and when he died in 1916, after 68 
years on the throne, the boy. 
Kreisky saw his funeral in Vienna. 

“I remember the funeral. 1 was 
Gve-and-a-half. I have a very 
clear— no, unclear-memory of a 
long, dark, and black procession." 

Kreisky has been Austrian 
Chancel tor since 1 970. He will run 
again in the elections of next 
spring. I asked him if he would 
agree with Mr. Heath that the 
leaders of the Western world „ 
nowadays lacked experience, and 
he said be would have to agree. 
Experience was almost alL There 
was always genius of course, but 
how to find it? President Ford had 
once told him Kissinger was a 
genius, and be certainly wrote big 
books. But experience was most 
important Why, asked Kreisky, 
had he been among the first to see 
the real nature of the Middle East 
problem? 

Then he answered his own ques- 
tion. “I will give you the reason. 
Because 1 found out that the 
Palestinians are not only living in 
Israel; they are living all over the 
Arab work! They are nearly half 
fire population in Kuwait They 
have a decisive position in many 
other countries, in the Emirates 
for example. They have as decisive 
a position (in the Arab World) as 
the Jews did in Europe ” 

Another diaspora 

Anotherdiaspora? “There is a 
Palestinian diaspora, which is 
more important, and more 
influential, than the Palestinians 
inside Israel If we recognise the 
importance of the Arab world, we 
have to know who is important 
there — the Palestinians.’’ 

That was why he had met 
Arafat? “Yes, I am an old man. I 
am a Jew. I am anti-Zionist. I 
don't believe in this nationalism. I 


can do the job. If Ted Heath were 
to do the job, people would say he 
was at heart anti- Semitic because 
he was a Christian, or something. 
A man like Mitterrand would be 
accused of being anti-semitic. The 
Jews are always finding anti- 
semites. 

“But nobody can accuse me. I 
lost ray closest relatives to Hitler. 
They were liquidated. I am not 
religious, but I have never con- 
verted. I am an agnostic. I accept 
Israel as a political solution, as a 
consequence of Hitler- But I tell 
you frankly, without Hitler and 
Mussolini and their anti-Semitism, 
Israel today would be a little col- 
ony.. .It would never be a state. A 
feeling of guQt towards Jews cre- 
ated the state, and that is what I 
tell my Israeli friends.” 

And was this European feeling 
of guilt as strong as it used to be? 
“No. This is what I say to them. 
4 You have destroyed the moral 
basis of the existence of Israel by 
your policy of war.” 

What did the Chancellor think 
of the events of the last months in 
Lebanon? “If s a catastrophe. The 
state of Israel has definitely, 
believe me definitely, tost its 
moral reputation. Why? How can 
a state built up by some of the 
finest men and women of Europe, 
and of the world, lose its moral 
prestige?" 

Because of Menacbem Begin? 
“Begin, yes. How can a man like 
Begin be in power? “FU tell you 
why. The state of Israel of today is 
not the state of 30 years ago. It was 
a state founded by refugees from 
Russia, Poland, Germany, Italy, 
South Africa, Britian. Then 
because of the e marries between 
Israel and the Arab world, the 
Arab Jews were pressed to leave 
their countries. So today Israel has 
a majority of Moroccan Jews, 
Iraqi Jews, Tunisian Jews, Jews 
from the Arab world. That is the 
majority now. 

“ And these people never lived 
in a democracy. They are full of 
sympathy for the semi-fascist 
policies of Mr. Begin and Mr. Sha- 
ron. I am so pessimistic. You can- 
not change the nature of people. 
They will always think of war, and 
always elect men who are war- 
riors.” 

But surely if Israel continued to 
make war it would lose in the end 
because it was so very much out- 
numbered? “Finally they will lose. 
No doubt about that This is my 
conviction — Once you are on a 
tightrope you have to continue, 
and they will continue. They made 
war against Lebanon. They can 
displace the Palestinian lead- 
ership. But somewhere the Pales- 
tinian leadership will be re- 
established. And then Israel will 
have to make war again, and 
again, and again.” 

Then the Chancellor returned 
to Mr. Begin. “ A semi-fascist is a 
man who believes in methods 
which are anti-democratic, in war, 
indeed in apartheid. The position 
of Palestinians in Israel is apar- 
theid They have nearly no rights, 
economically they are displaced, 
politically they are displaced, and 
they are dominated by the Israeli 


army. Now the Israelis are making 
war. They can only make war. 
They are not willing to sit down 
and negotiate with the Pales- 
tinians. This is fascist. I don’t hesi- 
tate to use this expression. This is 
the real facism; fascism is' not only 
Hitler's being against the Jews; 
fascism is brutal force.” 

At this point the Chancellor 
went in to answer a telephone call 
and Mrs. Kreisky offered drinks. 
When he returned I asked about 
this nickname of Kaiser Kreisky. 
He said it was the popular papers. 
First they bad called him the Sun 
King: he didn't know why. Then, 
when be had run the country for so 
long, they had taken to calling him 
Kaiser. Brandt had borrowed the 
expression. 

Educated politician 

He told me he was at present 
reading a history of Queen Vic- 
toria by a German journalist, who 
said she was a little bouxgeoise. 
When he was in prison, in the 
1930s, and been alone in his cell 
23 hours a day, he read and read, 
studying the way in which great 
men had changed 
history— Napoleon, Disraeli 
Kaiser Wilhelm. So, he said, he 
was probably, by accident, better 
educated than other politicians. 

He had also, more recently read 
a lot on the history of race. He had 
read a German philospber whose 
conclusion was th'<t to talk about 
an Aryan race was as silly as to talk 
about a blond language. Aryan 
referred to la -v mage. not race. He 
had found that the Jews were not a 
race. Jews did not come only from 
Palestine. Judaism as a religion 
had spread. Some Jews had come 
from the Caucasus, from Libya, 
from Ethiopia. There were big 
tribes of Negro Jews, tribes of 
30-40,000 people. 

“ Why” he asked, “ does the new . 
Israel ignore this fact? Because 
the phflophy on which the state is 
built is that all Jews emigrated 
from Palestine. This is not true.” 

So, not all descended from the 
tribes of Israel. “That is not true." 

It’s only fair to say that the 
Chancellor's views on Israel and 
on Jews, yiil appear more empha- 
tic in cold print than they did in 
conversation. And I report them 
at length because they are very apt 
at the moment. 

Social democracy 

He spoke much more pesfon- 
ately on the subject of sodal 
democracy, and yet, though he 
spoke passionately, his views 
sounded very like those of the 
Labour Party in its previous 
rational days. He hated the gap 
between rich and poor. Sons of 
working men should be able to be 
come doctors. He wanted equality 
of opportunity. Social democracy 
should open the door. You bad to 
give a man a chance. His views 
were such, it seemed to me, as 
could have been put forward by ■ 
Gaitskell or Olof Palme. 

“ram not” he said, "saying that 
the best people are the proletariat 
That is not true. But a man must 
have a chance.” 


Thinking that the SDP in Bri- 
tain these days certainly believe 
that the best people are the SDP, I 
asked the Chancellor’s opinion of 
Mr. Jenkins’s party, but there he 
was reticent: he did not know 
enough about its policies. Which 
has to be true since it is an answer 
that almost anyone could make 
with truth. 

He returned to unemployment. 
He had already described what be 
had seen between the wars, and 
now he said: “ Unemployment in a 
capitalist society is the biggest 
human catastrophe after warfare. 
Everything that is insane in a soc- 
iety is multiplied by unem- 
ployment. Imagine people coming 
out of school and having no job for 
year after year. What will be the 
result? Criminality. Total mor- 
oseness. If it is only possible to 
create jobs by political measures, 
then take political measures. The 
economy is not an end in itself.” 

He was suggesting something 
like Roosevelt’s New Deal? “The 
New Deal emanated from the 
same philosophy.” 

We went back once more to the 
greatest event of his life, the 
Austrian State Treaty', and then 
on to the United States. 

How much, I asked, had the 
1956 rising in Hungary to do with 
the Austrian Treaty of 1955. “It 
was a consequence. Seeing 50.000 
Russian soldiers going home 
across Hungary, and the lib- 
eration.. .Then it take at least 10 
years for a new generation to arise 
which has not had the experience 
of defeat. Ten years after Hungary 
— Czechoslovakia. Ten years 
after Czechislovakia —Poland. In 
the next 10 or 1 2 years you will see 
it again." 

Wrong theory 

What about the theory, fash- 
ionable in America and on the 
face of it harmless, that Russia 
would fell apart from its own 
. weakness? “One of the reasons 1 
am opposed to American policy is; 
that if this policy —which is not one 
of containment, like Truman's - 
goes beyond containment and has 
consequences inside the Soviet 
Union, this will create rest- 
lessness, and this restlessness will 
create a military dictatorship of 1 2 
marshals within the Soviet Union. 

“This will mean war, definitely 
war. Because marshals are not 
going to wait until the United 
States is so strong that they have to 
do what the United States wants. 
Before that, they would start to 
destroy peace. Marshals always 1 
end their policies in war. The 
’Argentine generals made war... 
Military dictatorships always end I 
in war. They have to. The I 
economy is bad, because the gen- : 
erals spend too much on the army. 
The political situation is a dic- 
tatorship, and they had to make 
war. 

“In a time of detente there is a 
chance for liberalisation. In a time 
of cold war there is a danger of hot 
war. We are now preparing the 
ground fora cold war. What does a 
cold war mean? Mr. Weinberger 
(U.S.Secretary of Defence) is talk- 


■ ing today about a limited nuclear 
war. The Europeans are asking, 
“where?” A limited nuclear war? 
Where, on the moon? It’s the lack 
of experience of the new Ameri- 
can administration that is so 
dangerous. I told you experience 
meant so much.” 

After the war. said the Chan- 
cellor. the policies of Truman. 
Acheson, Marshall and their con- 
temporaries had succeeded in 
Greece, stopped the blockade of 
Berlin, hampered Russian inter- 
ests in Yugoslavia, and concluded 
a peace treat)' with Japan without 
the Russians. It was a policy of 
containment which had led to the 
Austrian State Treaty. 

“But the present policy is weak. 
It’s not based on a realistic analy- 
sis. We have to show the world the 
strength of the United States. I 
remember an American ail boss 
who told me over lunch in Hous- 
tan, Texas. ‘You diplomats are all 
very bad. Everyday, every morn- 
ing! people all over the world 
should realise the strength of the 
United States.' ...Now Reagan is 
acting in this spirit. 'Every day 
show- them our strength.’ How? 
You may have an overkill capac- 
ity. but today you can never 
believe that the others will be so 
weak that they cannot destroy 
you. That is the problem."

“The agony to the Jewish peo- 
ple must be all the greater in that 
the outrage occurred on the Jew- 
ish new year, our season of jud- 
gment and reconciliation. No con- 
demnation can be strong enough 
of those who perpetrated or con- 
nived in this outrage. 

“It is hard to believe that any 
: Israeli authority bore res- 
■ ponsibilizy for the crime.^ut Israel 
lean only be completely exo- 
1 nerated if it is openly shown that 
1 its personnel took every possible 
step to prevent the carnage." 

j Yugoslavia, Finland 

President Peter Stambolic of 
Yugoslavia's collective presidency 
blamed Israel for the massacre of 
civilians in Beirut and said the kil- 
I ling were “a crime without recent 
| ’ precedent.” 

In Helsinki the Finnish gov- 
j eminent also held Israel res- 
. ponsible for the massacre. 

“The Finnish government has 
received with petrifaction the 
j news about the massacres of the 
( civilian Palestinians in Beirut and 
joins in the U.N. Security Council 
condemnation of it,” the gov- 
ernment said in a communique. 

“Because of its commitments, 
Israel which has occupied Beirut, 
can be regarded to be responsible 
for maintaining law and order in 
_ the city,” the government said. 


Blast in New York 

In New York, a bomb explosion 
rocked a bank Monday, raining 
broken glass from two buildings 
hut injuring no one, police said. 

A Puerto Rican group claimed 
responsibility for the blast which it 
said was in protest against “U.S. 
support of the Israeli massacre of 
the Palestinian people." according 
to police. 

Tokyo, Peking 

In Tokyo, the massacre ove- 
rshadowed talks between British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher and Japanese Prime Min- 
ister Zenko Suzuki. 

The two leaders, who held a 
two-and-a-half hour meeting, 
expressed horror and anger at the 
killings, Japanese officials said. 

They both said their countries 
would back resolutions at the Uni- 
ted Nations condemning the mas- 
sacre, while Mr. Suzuki said Japan 
planned to seek a resolution cal- 
ling for the withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from west Beirut: the off- 
icials said. 

China attacked the United Sta- 
tes for failing to restrain Israel in 
the Middle East conflict and com- 
pared the Jewish state with Nazi 
Germany. 

In Peking, the Communist Party 
newspaper People's Daily said: 
“The United States, as a supporter 
of the Begin regime, has taken no 
effective measures to stop the Isr- 
aeli crimes. 

“Washington must show by 


deed and not by word what is its 
actual attitude towards Israeli atr- 
ocities.” 

“Israel's mass killings in Beirut 
were meant to put down the just 
struggle of the Palestinian people 
and eliminate the Palestinians as a 
nation,” the paper added. 

” But in doing so it fails to learn 
a lesson from Hitler, who met his 
ignominious end for all his mas- 
sive killings of Jews to eliminate 
the Jewish nation.” 

Malaysia, Australia 

Malaysia said it held Israel and 
the Lebanese Falangists res- 
ponsible for “this wanton act of 
savagery". 

“The shameless and cowardly 
crime dearly revealed to the world 
the extent of the genocida) ten- 
dencies of Israel and the Fal- 
angists," a Foreign Ministry sta- 
tement in Kuala Lumpur added. 

In Canberra, the Australian 
government said it was a cause of 
great concern that the Beirut mas- 
sacre took place while Israeli for- 
ces were in the same area. 

Foreign Minister Tony Street 
said Israeli forces had taken on the 
responsibility of protecting civ- 
ilians when they re-entered Bei- 
rut. 

“It is a matter of grave concern 
that the massacre of Palestinian 
civilians occurred while Israeli 
forces were in the immediate 
.area," be said in a statement. 

Prime Minster Malcolm Fraser 
described the massacre as an app- 
alling atrocity.

Next month, on the other hand, 
the seminar on the rain-fed crops 
in Jordan will be held at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan Faculty of Agr- 
iculture on May 17. During the 
four-day seminar, participants will 
discuss 25 topics related to the 
development of agriculture in 
Jordan and the importance of the 
agricultural sector in the national 
economy. Representatives of the 
agriculture and supply ministries, 
the Jordanian Cooperative Org- 
anisation, the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, the Royal Scientific 
Society (RSS), the Metreology 
Department, the federation of 
Jordanian farmers and several 
local agricultural companies will 
participate in the seminar. 


AMMAN (Petra) — The par- 
ticipants in the Arab agricultural 
cooperative seminar, who con- 
cluded their meetings in Amman 
on Tuesday evening, have decided 
to withdraw their organisations 
from the Libya-based general fed- 
eration of Arab farmers, because 
of the “federation's failure to 
meet the goals for which it was 
established." 

During their two-day meetings, 
the participants also decided to 
form a committee of Jordan. Iraq 
and Kuwait to contact Arab far- 
mers organisations to make the 
necessary arrangements for con- 
vening a general conference of 
these organisations. The purpose 
would be to declare the est- 
ablishment of the proposed fed- 
eration which should be "pro- 
fessional in its concerns without 
involving political differences 
among the Arab governments in 
it." 

The participants also rec- 
ommended the exchange of exp- 
ertise and delegations as well as 
visits and training together with 
encouraging the exchange of agr- 
icultural produce among their var- 


ious organisations in order to ach- 
ieve Arab agricultural integration 
and activate and expand the Arab 
Common Market to include all the 
Arab countries. 

The participants recommended 
the encouragement of Arab inv- 
estments in agriculture, par- 
ticularly projects related to food 
security, and providing the app- 
ropriate climate for these inv- 
estments. They also rec- 
ommended paying more attention 
to rural development. 

The participants expressed their 
absolute support of the Pal- 
estinian people's struggle to lib- 
erate their lands and to regain 
their rights. They also expressed 
support for the Iraqi people's war 
against the Persian ambitions, and 
for the struggle of the people of 
Western Somalia and Eritrea to 
regain their national rights. 

The participants sent a cable to 
His Majesty King Hussein exp- 
ressing their pride in Jordan's 
stands under his leadership vis- 
a-vis the Arab Nation's fateful iss- 
ues. They also praised ach- 
ievements Jordan accomplished 
under King Hussein's leadership.

UNITED STATES Congressman Paul McCIoskey of Cal- 
ifornia has asked the United States government to consider 
withdrawing all military and economic aid from Israel unl- 
ess Israel agrees to sign the nuclear non-proliferation tre- 
aty. He asked that American aid be denied to any country 
that does not sign the non-proliferation treaty. Rep- 
resentative McCIoskey is one of the few political leaders in 
the United States who dare to come out with such a clear 
position vis-a-vis American policy towards Israel, and in 
doing so he opens himself up to the full force of the Israeli 
lobby s destructive forces. Yet we think that the attitude he 
represents is one that has to gain force within the United 
States if American policy in the Middle East is ever to 
regain any measure of credibility. In short, what Mr. Mc- 
CIoskey asks for — and what the Arabs have requested 
from America for many years — is for America to treat 
Israel as it treats all other nations. Whether in the field of 
human rights, respect for United Nations resolutions or 
adherence to the terms of the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty, the key point remains the American policy of mak- 
ing exceptions for Israel that it does not make for.any other 
nation. We see this dearly yet again this week with the 
American mediation in the Faikiands dispute. U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig rightly asks Argentina to 
respect principles of self-determination and U.N. res- 
olutions, but he does not seem prepared to ask Israel to 
accept the same principles vis-a-vis the Palestinians and the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. Mr. McCIoskey s attitude is 
refreshing and reasonable — and very much in the best 
tradition of American respect for universal law.

The Cost of Time

THE CALCULATION qf the cost of time in many parts of the 
world has become an essential consideration for scientists, pla- 
nners, and industrialists. The time factor plays a major role in all 
evaluation operations, and without it no significance can be att- 
ached to any type of technical, industrial, or other activity or event. 

The value of time can be fell in two ways: in the duration of a 
certain event, and in the liming of the event in relation to others. 
For instance, the assessment of a period of one hour in any year is 
different from that of an identical period in another year. The cost 
of time is thus dependent on inter-linked variables, in addition to 
being reliant on the weighing factors commensurate with the spe- 
cific situation in question. For comparison purposes, the cost of the 
time is usually interpreted and expressed in terms of monetary 
units. Studies on the evaluation of time costs have a strong impact 
on the planning of all affairs or modem societies. 

In Jordan, time does not seem to have much importance in 
people's attitudes. Whereas developed societies thrive for the opt- 
imisation of the time factor, no similar sense exists in this country. 
For many employees in the various organisations, time bears no 
production significance, and is looked upon as a fact of lire to be 
spent in the simplest possible manner. While some planners are 
trying to make the most of available resources, an abundance is 
being continuously wasted in the form of non-productive time, and 
without being checked. Investigation of a typical working day of a 
civil servant. Tor example, reveals an enormous waste in time, 
productivity and money. Lack of work, inefficiency in procedures, 
indifference, lack of discipline, and absence from duty, are just 


some of the diseases ruining our productive social systems, and 
inflicting heavy kisses in terms of wasted time. 

The institutions in the private sector usually make better use of 
time in their operations. The direct interests of the businessmen 
drive them to be keener in utilising lime in a more profitable 
Tashinn. it is unfortunate that the national interests are not strong 
enough to create more dedication and time-cost awareness. 

Nu studies or statistics exist on the efficiency of time utilisation 
and waste in Jordan. Such studies should be carried out on ind- 
ividual institutions as well as on a national scale- Any statistics 
drawn up in this respect will prove to be more important than 
many or the statistics currently available. 

Last week, work in various sectors in Jordan was brought to a 
halt for one day as a gesture of sympathy towards our compatriots 
in the West Bank, and in defiance of the prevailing aggression 
there. Of course, there were some political and propaganda ben- 
efits derived from such a move. One wonders, however, whether 
those benefits did offset the value of the time lost in the event. 
Instead of halting work, it could have been more appropriate to 
increase the working hours, in order to augment national pro- 
duction and progress. .An increase in productivity would have 
borne more impact on world opinion and the other countries* 
attitudes than a stoppage. Whatever the effects of the stoppage, the 
auainmentof our goals has. more likely than not, been delayed by 
at least one day . 

The imposition of our will upon the world would be much more 
effective by increasing our working hours than by takinga day off.

It 
remains for Tehran to listen to reason, logic and wisdom and 
respond to the good offices of Islamic and the Non-aligned com- 
mittees. Only then could differences and disputes be easily settled 
by negotiations.

The current Israeli campaign aga- 
inst newspapermen or writers w ho 
are supposed to favour the Arabs 
even reaches beyond the grave, 
extraordinary as tha may seem. 
For example! take the case of Fred 
Sparks, who at one time worked 
with distinction for the now def- 
unct "Chicago Daily News". Fred 
won a Pulitzer Prize for dis- 
tinguished reporting. He covered 
the plight of tile Palestinian ref- 
ugees after the Israeli war of ind- 
ependence in 194S and was deeply 
affected by what he saw. 

Fred died just o'er a year ago. 
at the coo-young age of f»5. When 
the lawyers dug out his will they 
found to their surprise that he had 
unexpectedly left $30,000 to the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation. which is. (whatever the 
varying views about it in the opp- 
osite camp), the outfit that schools 
and supports the tens of thousands 
of families still in the refugee 
camps in Lebanon and elsewhere. 

One would suppose that the 
wishes of this veteran American 
journalist, prompted, as hts fri- 
ends believe to be. by purely hum- 
anitarian motives without thought 
of politics, wuuld be honoured 
without further ado. What could 
he more simple? However, it was 
not to be. 

Contrary to the public good 

The reason is thai there is an obs- 
cure U.S. law that legal bequests 
that “run contrary to the public 
good" can be denied by the Ame- 
rican courts under long- 
established legal precedents. As a 
result, two major Jewish org- 
anisations. namely the American 
Jewish Congress and the Anti-

Portugal bank rate up 1% Uncertainty

Gold fever strikes Japan 


LISBON (R) — The Portuguese 
government put up the bank rate 
by one percentage point Tuesday 
as pan of an economic package 
aimed at tightening credit and sti- 
mulating new investment. 

. 'The bank rate went up to 1 9 per 
cent, the first rise since 1978. The 
government also made borrowing, 
especially in the short term, more 
expensive to discourage consumer 


credit. 

Finance Minister Joao Sal- 
gueiro said the counUy had been 
resorting excessively to credit in 
recent months and this had fuelled 
inflation and increased the cou- 
ntry's short term foreign debt. 

Inflation was running at 20 per 
cent at the end of last year and the 
short-term debt represents 30 per 
cent of the current $10 billion for- 


EEC to meet on Falkland crisis 


BRUSSELS (R) — A special 
meeting of European Economic 
Community (EEC) foreign min- 
isters has been called Tuesday at 
British request to discuss the Fal- 
kland Islands crisis, a Belgian for- 
eign ministry spokesman said. 

He said British Foreign Sec- 
retary Francis Pym, who will be 
attending his first meeting of EEC 
foreign ministers, would inform 
his colleagues of the results of the 
recent shuttle diplomacy by U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig. 


The community’s member sta- 
tes agreed on April 10 to impose a 
ban on Argentine imports into the 
community in protest at the Arg- 
entine seizure of the islands. 

Diplomatic sources said that fol- 
lowing this measure, the toughest 
trade sanction ever imposed by 
the EEC. Britain's partners wis- 
hed to be intimately informed on 
developments in the situation. 

They said Mr. Pym would per- 
sonally thank other EEC gov- 
ernments for their swift display of 
solidarity with Britain over the cri- 
sis. ‘ 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LON DON (R) — The market closed firm Tuesday but below the 
highs in quiet trading, dealers said. At 1500 the F.T. index was up 
5.5 at 563.6. 

Nervousness surrounding the British government’s attitude to 
Argentine proposals to try to resolve the Falklands crisis left many 
shares below the day's highs, dealers said. 

But among the leaders Glaxo ended 16p higher at 621 and 
Natwest was up 8p at 421 after 423. Lloyds, which has extensive 
interests in Argentina, was up 3p at 423 after 426. 

Gains of 4p to 6p were posted against Bowater, GEC, Grand 
Met, Hawker Siddeley and Tubes. Gold shares and North Ame- 
rican issues were mixed. 

Government bonds traded quietly after an initial flurry but 
ended with gams stretching to -% point at the long end. The 

■ government broker sold small amounts of stock at the higher 
levels, dealers said. 

Discount houses were higher across the board on the firmer 
tone of government bonds. Union added 20p to 433 while Ger- 

■ rard firmed 1 2p to 259. John Menzies rose 17p to 253 after higher

Mr. Salgueiro said the measures 
would encourage investment by 
giving preferential credit rates to 
companies in priority sectors of 
agriculture and industry. 

“The aim is to improve eff- 
iciency in agriculture and industry 
and stimulate their development," 
he said. 

Under the new measures, com- 
panies will have to show they are 
making efforts to increase their 
capital and assets before getting - 
credit from banks. 

Mr. Salgueiro said export cre- 
dits would also be more carefully 
controlled, with priority given to 
exporters seeking new markets. 

Up to now export credits have 
been virtually automatic. 

Mr. Salgueiro said althogh cre- 
dit growth had fallen from 30 per 
cent in 1981 to about 22 percent 
now, the demand for borrowing 
was still high. 

He said the government had 
also raised the banks’ compulsory 
reserves to help limit the amount 
of money available for lending. 

Mr. Salgueiro announced the 
setting up of a holding company to 
streamline management of the 
large public sector. 

The holding company will take 
over the running of nationalised 
industries' budgets and accounts 
from different ministers who som- 
etimes have conflicting methods 
of management. 


MILAN (R) — The Italian lira 
came under heavy pressure Tue- 
sday, partly because of political 
uncertainty in Rome, and wea- 
kened against other currencies in 
the European Monetary System 
(EMS), dealers said. 

Selling was triggered by the 
deepening crisis for Prime Min- 
ister Giovanni Spadolinrs gov- 
ernment and a belief that tighter 
foreign exchange controls imp- 
osed at the weekend were ins- 
ufficient to protect Italy's balance 
of payments, they said. 

Against the West German mark 
the lira was fixed at 551 .48 com- 
pared with 549.77 Monday, while 
against the French franc it wea- 
kened to 211.72 from 211.55 
Monday. 

The lira is the only EMS cur- 
rency with a six per cent flu- 
ctuation margin in the EMS. 
which prescribes 2.25 percent lim- 
its up or down for its seven other 
currencies. Tuesday's fall pur the- 
lira 2.24 per cent below the str- 
ongest EMS currency, the mark, 
compared with 1.87 per cent 
Monday. 

The lira gained against the wea- 
ker dollar, helped by easier int- 
erest rates on European dollar 
deposits and substantia] int- 
ervention by the bank of Italy, 
dealers said. The dollar was fixed 
af 1 ,320.05 lira after Monday's 
£329.05, with 1 the bank of Italy 
selling an estimated $22 million. 


Rain eases China’s drought 


PEKING’ (R) — Heavy rain fell in 
Peking Tuesday for the first time 
since last autumn, easing a severe 
drought which has been thr- 
eatening this year’s harvests of 
winter wheat and other crops. 

It was not immediately dear' 
how widespread the rainfall was in 
the north China plain, where a 
large part of the winter wheat crop 


is. grown. 

Water stocks in reservoirs thr- 
oughout northern China have 
dwindled in recent months. The 
China Daily reported three weeks 
ago that levels were more than 50 
per cent down on the same period 
of 1981, also a year of below- 
average rainfall.

TOKYO: The Japanese have caught gold 
fever, paradoxically just as the yellow 
metal has lost much of its glittery allure 
in the West. 


Last year an unprecedented 
rush to board gold made Japan, 
normally a minor operator in the 
world gold markets, the biggest 
source of new demand for gold in 
the world. Japan's imports of gold 
rose more than five fold during the 
year to about 167.3 tonnes. In one 
month alone, November, a drop in 
the price of gold ro a two-year low 
prompted a record 43 tonnes of 
gold to be imported, helping make 
non-monetary gold the singie big- 
gest import from the European 
Community in 1981. Total gold 
imports amounted to Y537 billion 
($2.27 billion). 

It is perhaps coo early to say 
whether Japan's new found int- 
erest in gold is to be a temporary 
affair or a lasting love. 

“Some people are very naive 
about gold," says Mr. Tadahiko 
Fukami, a senior managing dir- ■ 
ector of Tanaka KfldnzokuKogyo 
(TKK), by far.the largest gold dea- 
ler in Japan (and the only one rec- 
ognised as me her and assay er by 
the London Gold Market). “They 
just want to hold it in their hands," 
he says. About 80 per cent of the 
private gold sales are in the form 
of small 100 gram ingots or less. 

Simple curiosity may also help 
explain why Japan alone last year 
continued to be a bullish buyer in 
an otherwise bearish market The 
still prosperous Japanese are fin- 
ancially in a better position to ind- 
ulge themselves in such cur- 
iosities. 

A visit to TKKT s busy main sales 
outlet in downtown Tokyo ind- 
icates that gold buyers are a div- 
erse lot TKK says its customers 
are particularly fussy that the gold 
they buy does indeed glister. So it 


pays careful attention to pac- 
kaging its ingots. 

Sophisticated Japanese buyers 
however, are increasingly inclined 
to view gold as part of an overall 
personal investment strategy. One 
obvious factor in the gold boom is 
a government plan to enforce str- 
ictly the tax rules on deposit and 
other interest income from 1984 
onwards, the so-called green card 
system. 

Tbere is believed to be a huge 
pool of “underground’' funds 
(much of it in the form of falsified 
Postal Savings accounts) which 
may tend to flow toward tax-safe 
investments, such as private boa- 
rding of gold. There is so far not 
much evidence to link the tax eva- 
sion to the gold boom, but the exi- 
stence of a link is widely assumed. 

But perhaps the most important 
factor behind the boom is simply 
that historically Japanese inv- 
estors have been denied the opp- 
ortunity to hoard gold. This, many 
believe, has created an enormous 
amount of pent up demand. 

Individ ual holdings of gold were 
strictly controlled after the Second 
World War by limiting overall 
trade in gold. Since Japan produces 
a negligible amount of gold itself, 
this meant bolding back imports, 
which were not liberalised until 
1973. The government acted then 
to stem an embarrassingly large 
inflow of smuggled gold, which 
had been encouraged by art- 
ificially high prices inside the cou- 
ntry. 

But the stage was not set for the 
emergence of a lively gold retail 
market until exports were lib- 
eralised in July 1978. This assured 
investors that they would be abje 


to sell any physical gold they bou- 
ght. 

Hie amount of gold being boa- 
rded in Japan by individuals, des- 
pite three years of rapid growth, is 
still reckoned to be only 500 ton- 
nes. This compares with over 
6,000 tonnes in France. TKK bel- 
ieves that Japanese consumers will 
eventually hoard up to 3,000 ton- 
tines. 

The Japanese government 
shows little interest in adding gold 
to the official reserves. It folds 
only 750 tonnes or so of gold, 
compared with 8,000 tonnes held 
by the U.S., preferring to keep 
most of its reserves invested in 
U.S. Treasury bills. 

The U.S. obviously prefers this 
arrangement to having Japan buy 
Russian gold, and is believed 
many years ago to have dis- 
couraged a plan to buy gold dir- 
ectly from the Soviet Union. The 
Russians these days axe actively 
promoting direct sales of gold to 
dealers in Tokyo. 

There are two major efforts 
under way to make gold even 
more popular. First the com- 
mercial banks and securities hou- 
ses are seeking penn ission to start, 
in April, selling physical gold acr- 
oss the counter in their branches, 
offering gold passbook accounts 
and gold certificates -- ideas bor- 
rowed from the U.S. 

Hie banks want to compete dir- 
ectly with the handful of gold dea- 
lers already in the retail market 
These include a tiny number of 
newly-formed subsidiaries of sec- 
urities houses (Nikko, Yamaichf 
and Daiwa) and a large trading 
house (Sumitomo Corporation). 

But the main target is Tanaka 
Kikinzoku, which has 86 franchised 
outlets and a network of 500 shops 
as well as nine of its own branches 
spread throught Japan. TKK 
holds a monopolistic grip on retail 
sales, estimated at perhaps half to 1 
two-thirds of the market. It int- 
roduced Krugerrands into the 
market (five tonnes of them last 
year), and can claim more res- 


ponsibility for fostering the gold' 
boom than anyone except perhaps 
the Russians. 

TKK, which was founded in 
1885 and remains a rightly held 
family business, literally derides ' 
daily pricing for gold in Japan on 
its own. 

TICK’s virtual pricing monopoly 
is one of the main targets of those 
promoting the creation of a Tokyo 
Gold Futures Market. The 20 
founding membera of the market, 
mostly trading houses and mining - 
companies, are under firm gui- 
dance from the Ministry of Int- 
e matio nal Trade and Industry 
(MITT). It sat down last month to 
decide on rules before trading 
■ starts up late in March. 

TKK must consider these dev- 
elopments a threat to its control of 
the market. It has in fact rather 
arrogantly refused ro join the 
Gold Futures Market. So far the 
3 4- member smelters' association 
has also toed the TKK line, but 
advocates of the market think 
some smelters will break ranks if 
the mark et is a success. 

MITT s strategy has been to take 
a. cautious, non-disruprive app- 
roach to The market. Speculation, 
frowned upon by the Finance Min- 
istry, will be discouraged by an 
extremely high cash margin req- 
uirement of 20 per cent. Mor- 
eover, MITI calculates the annual 
trading volume will start on a low 
300-500 tonnes, or just about 
twice demand for physical gold in 
Japan. By contrast, at the Comex 
in New York, the ratio is 50 to 
one. 

MITI is not especially con- 
cerned that Tokyo take its place' 
immediately as a link in the int- 
ernational gold futures market. Its 
aim is to provide a domestic mar- 
ket so that importers and users can 
hedge. More important. MITI 
wants to use the official futures 
market to help rid the market of 
the unseemly excesses of Japan's 
gold fever.

“ We are in the process of fin- 
alising these arrangements,'* a 
1 spokesman for 'the Kuwaiti Foo- 
tball Federation said Tuesday 
night. “Initially, 4.260 are to be 
flown from Kuwait to Spain.

Iranian output is estimated at 
over two million b/d, a gainst a 
quota of 1 3 million b/d, and Ven- 
ezuela has also admitted exceed- 
ing its 13 million b/d quota.

Instead of cutting the price of its 
product, Saudi Arabia has been 
trying to redirect market pressure 
by seeking an increase in the 
prices of higher-quality African 
crudes. The committee is to con- 
sider an OPEC experts’ recom- 
mendation that the so-called price 
differential on these oils should 
rise from about $1.50 a barrel to 
between $3 and S3.80. 

Industry sources here said that 
Algerian Minister Belkacem 


NabL representing the African 
producers, would probably reject 
an increase, but Dr. Oteiba would 
probably back it in order to take 
pressure off his own and the other 
Gulf exporters’ sales. 

The strongest opposition was 
likely to come from Nigeria, 
whose production has slipped to 
an estimated 1.1 million barrels 
daily from its OPEC quota of 1.3 
million b/d. 

Any change would have to be 
approved at a foil meeting of all 1 3 
OPEC countries. The next gather- 
ing is set for December 9 in 
Nigeria and industry sources said 
that, with OPEC divided, an ear- 
lier meeting was unlikely. 

OPEC is counting on higher 
demand in the last three months of 
this year to help it make its pricing 
accord stick. But Gulf experts see 
a rise to only about 20 million bar- 
rels daily from a current 17 mil- 
lion. 

At these levels. Dr. Calderon 
Berti has warned, OPEC will find 
it bard to main tain itself as an 
organisation. 




Libya adopts new 
if fie f<>r to. meet falling oil

TRIPOLI (R) — Libya's earnings 
from ofl in 1982 are expected to be 
down as much as a third on last 
year and the authorities have 
responded with a number of 
-measures to take account of the 
shortfall. Western diplomats in 
Tripoli said. 

These measures included 
apparent efforts to reschedule 
some foreign debts, a ban on 
imports of non-essential goods 
and amendments to the current 
$60 billion five-year development 
plan, they added. 

Ubya, usually regarded as a 
tough-price-fixer, was also selling 
oil to Western companies at dis- 
counted rates of between $32 and 
$34 a barrel against agreed OPEC 
price levels- of-$3530- for- top 
grade Libyan crude, they said. 

The diplomats said Libya’s 
1982 oil earnings were expected 
to total an estimated $10 billion, 
compared with $15 billion last 
year and $20 billion in 1980. 

Libya is currently due to repay 
an estimated $2 billion on its for- ' 
eign debt, more than $1 million of 
which is owed to East European 
countries including the Soviet 
Union, mainly for arnft, they 


added. 

The diplomats said Libyan lea- 
der M namm ar Qadhafi made sur- 
prise visits recently to Warsaw and 
Prague during which he was bel- 
ieved to have discussed possible 
barter deals by which Libya would 
supply ofl in lieu of debt rep- 
ayments. 

The Soviet Union, believed to 
be currently receiving more than 
300,000 barrels a day in payment 
for aims, had apparently also been 
asked to accept rescheduling of 
some Libyan debts, they added. 

Western businessmen report 
increasing difficulty in obtaining 
payment from Libyan state agen- 
cies for completed contracts. 

One European businessman 
said his engineering company had 
been waiting for more than six 
months' for payment. 

The diplomats said Libya trad- 
itionally used large foreign cur- 
rency reserves to see it through 
short-term cash flow problems but 
these reserves now stood at an 
estimated $4 billion, down from 
about $13 billion in 1981. 

The Libyan authorities were 
apparently frying to build up the 


reserves again by the. ofl price dis- 
counting, delays in payments and 
some new domestic taxes, they 
added. 

Italian businesses in Libya have 
reported experiencing long delays 
in payment of debts totalling some 
$1.8 billion. 

An Italian government deleg- 
ation last June discussed the prob- 
lem with Libyan officials in Tripoli 
but industry sources said little 
progress had been made. 

A'delegation to Rome headed 
by Libya's deputy leader. Major 


Abdul Salam Jalloud, in May put a 
lower figure on the total amount 
owed. It accepted Libyan res- 
ponsibility for about $420 million 
but contested $775 million on the 
grounds that goods supplied did 
not meet Libyan specifications. 

Industry sources in Tripoli said 
that while some of the debt had 
been reduced a large amount was 
outstanding. Libya wanted to 
arrange barter deals with AG IF, 
the petroleum subsidiary of the 
Italian state energy corporation, 
ENT, they added.

He described OPEC aid performance in contrast to that of the 
developed countries as “outstanding" but stressed that the rela- 
tionship between OPEC and other Third World countries should not 
be based on aid alone. It should cover other areas such as trade 
exchanges. 

He said Third World countries suffered more from world inflation 
than they did from oil price increases, pointing out that the entire 
international community had the task of helping developing coun- 
tries achieve self-sufficiency in energy supply. 

Mr. Awni Al Ani, assistant director general for technical and 
economic services of the OPEC Fund for Internationa] Develop- 
ment, told the ambassadors that the fund was established “by 
developing countries for developing countries." 

It was set up as an instrument of solidarity with other developing 
countries and not as a mechanism for compensation for oil bills, Mr. 
Al Ani stressed. 

Evidence of such solidarity was to be found in OPEC Fund efforts 
in the creation of IFAD, its contribution to the common fund for 
commodities and its promotion of South-South ventures. 

The fund's resources had grown from $800 million at its inception 
in 1976 to $4 billion today. 

So far this year, the fund had extended assistance totalling $200 
million to developing countries and a similar amount might be 
extended during the rest of the year. 

The fund had assisted 83 developing countries so far and only 25 
per cent of its balance of payments loans had been for import of oil, 
the rest going towards machinery, food and other requirements. 

Other issues raised during discussions with the ambassadors 
included commodity associations, energy financing, investment, 
OPEC tong-term strategy, global negotiations and South-South 
cooperation.

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Sweden swings to the left after 
years of centre-liberal government 


STOCKHOLM (R1 — Sweden 
has swung back to the left with 
Sunday's election of Oiof Palme 
and his Social Democrats but 
commentators ruled out any sud- 
den change in this country of con- 
sensus politics. 

The Social Democrats regained 
power after six years in opposition 
by capturing 166 seats in the 
349-member parliament, a gain of 
12 and majority of three over the 
non-Socialists. 

The Communists survived 
popular anger over events in 
Poland and held onto their 20 
seats to give the left-wing block a 
total of 1 86 seats. 

Outgoing Prime Minister 
Thorbjoem FaeUdin, who beaded 
a shaky minority centre-liberal 
coalition, handed his resignation 
to the speaker of parliament 
Sunday. But be will remain as 
caretaker prime minister until par- 
liament opens on Oct. 4. 

The Soaal Democrats will dis- 
cuss Monday forming a cabinet to 
be presented to the Riksdag (par- 
liament) on October 9. 


Mr. Palme staked ids political 
future on a controversial proposal 
to establish collective funds to buy 
into private industry. If the hinds 
were set up, workers and firms 
would pay from their w3ges and 
profits into a collective pool to buy 
shares in companies quoted on the 
stock exchange. 

Palme: Man of action 

STOCKHOLM (R) — Olof 
Palme, the victor in Sunday's gen- 
eral election, is Sweden's most 
charismatic politician and the only 
national leader who is well known 
abroad. 

Never content on the narrow 
stage of domestic politics, the elo- 
quent Social Democratic Party 
leader has involved himself con- 
stantly in international affairs 
both as prime minister from 1969 
to 1976 and in opposition since. 

Mr. Palme, 55, hh the work! 
headlines most recently when be 
acted as the United Nations peace 
envoy to Iran and Iraq, locked in 
war for the past two years. 


He was also instrumental in 
founding the independent com- 
mission on disarmament and sec- 
urity issues, a group of politicians 
from East and West who have just 
completed a study of the arms 
race. 

Mr. Palme, vice president of the 
Socialist, ItiTemationaL is a close 
Mend of ‘Austrian, Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and We^t German 
Social Democratic Parity leader 
WiUy Brandt. -Like Dr. Kreisky. 
be is a firm believer that neutral 
countries should be “active” in 
their non-alignment. 

? He first put this idea into prac- 
tice in -the late 1960s when as 
prime minister he denounced U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam and gave 
policed! asylum to American draft 
dodgers' * 

This policy caused a long chill in 
relations between Washington 
and neutral Sweden. 

But Mr. Palme showed he was 
not one-sided in lashing out in 
plain language against what he 
saw as oppression. 

After the 1968 Sbviet-led inva- 


sion of Czechoslovakia, be 
described the subsequent 
Czechoslovak leadership as “hen- 
chmen of dictatorship.” He called 
the Spanish government under the 

late Gen. Franco "damned mur- 
derers.” 

During the early 1970s, he 
greatly increased Sweden's aid to 
developing countries and urged 
rich nations to give more con- 
sideration to Third World 
economic demands. 

However his political 
achievements are not confined to 
the foreign sphere. 

He headed three successive 
Social Democratic governments 
and largely through overseas bor- 
rowing, shielded Sweden from the 
worst of the worldwide recession 
until a series of small scandals and 
his unpopular pro-nuclear power 
policy brought him down in the 
1976 general elections. 

He fought the current election 
with promises to defend Sweden's 
comprehensive welfare state and a 
daring proposal for the col- 
lectivised financing of industry. 


FDP runs into trouble Mrs. Gandhi given big 
with Bavarian rightist welcome by Russians 


BONN (R) — Moves to form a 
new centre-right West German 
government hit a serious obstacle 
Monday when right-wing 
Bavarian Premier Franz Josef 
Strauss threatened to withdraw 
support unless there were new' 
elections this year. 

Conservative opposition leader 
Helmut Kohl and Free Dem- 
ocratic (FDP) chief Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher were meeting later 
Monday to worork out a deal to 
remove Social Democratic (SPD) 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt by 
next weekend. 

But Mr. Strauss, whose 52 
Bavarian Christian Social Union 
(CSU) deputies are essential to 
unseat Mr. Schmidt, said fresh 
elections this year were a non- 


negotiable condition for CSU 
support in the Bundestag (lower 
house). 

Mr. Genscher, who was foreign 
minister until the FDP walked out 
of Mr. Schmidf s government last 
Friday, has said his deeply split 
party does not want elections until 
early next year. 

To unseat Mr. Schmidt, par- 
liament must vote by an absolute 
majority of its 497 members to 
elect an alternative chancellor. 
This means Mr. Kohl would need 
his own 1 74 Christian Democrats 
(CDU) , the 52 CSU deputies and 
at least 23 FDP members. 

At least 18 of the total 53 Free 
Democratic deputies have said 
they will not vote for Mr. Kohl. 


1st batch of Iranian oil 
experts arrive in Libya 


TEHRAN (IRNA) — A group of 
10 Iranian oil experts the first 
batch of a total of about 200, has 
left Tehran for the Libyan capitaL 
They are to fill the vacancies cre- 
ated in the Libyan Oil Industries 
by the departing U.S. experts. 

Iranian Deputy Oil Minister 
Kalhor said in Tehran "that the 
group would stay in Libya for a 
year to train Libyans in explo- 
ration and refining operations. He 
added that the Libyan oil officials 
were of the opinion that Iranians 


were of "higher caliber* than the 
Americans. 

He said Iran would assist 
any friendly country which 
requested help in oil affairs. He 
said another group of 50 would 
follow this one and the rest would 
go to Libya later on. 

The Libyan Ambassador to 
Iran was quoted as saying that the 
common viewpoints of Iran and 
Libya towards Zimiaq md the 
Fez summit helped the two coun- 
tries to become closer.

If the average citizen sees 
spots before his eyes, he 
would be well advised to con- 
sult his optometrist. For the 
average bridge player, 
however, keeping spots 
before his eyes is simply 
sound advice. 

South had two methods of 
showing his good hand. One 
was to reverse with two 
‘diamonds, the other to jump 
to two no trump. South chose 
the latter because a nine- 
. trick contract rated to be 
easier to make than an 
eleven-trick one. 

West led the top of his 
spade sequence and declarer 
could count eight tricks. He 
- rejected any thought of look- 
ing for his ninth trick in clubs* 
. — even if a finesse for the 


jack was successful, the 
defenders would have their 
spade suit running before a 
club trick could be establish- 
ed. Hearts offered a more 
reasonable prospect of set- 
ting up a ninth trick, so after 
winning the king of spades 
declarer essayed a heart to 
the jack. East won and forced 
out declarer’s remaining 
spade stopper, and declarer 
could make no more than the 
eight tricks he had started 
out with. 

Eights and nines might not 
be assigned any value in the 
point count, but they play an 
important role In the 
developing of tricks. Here, 
declarer’s heart holding was 
the key to the winning line. 
His 9-8 of hearts offered a 
second chance to make a 
ninth trick! Instead of put- 
ting all his eggs in one 
basket, Le-, playing for West 
to hold the queen of hearts, 
declarer could have played 
West for either the queen or 
the ten! 

At trick two, declarer 
should have led the nine of 
hearts and, if West played 
low, run it As the cards lie, 
that would have fetched the 
queen from East and the jack 
of hearts would have been 
the ninth trick. But even if 
the nine of hearts lost to the 
ten, declarer could still have- 
fallen back on a second heart 
finesse for his contract. And 
obviously, if West covers the 
nine of hearts with the ten, 
the eight is the fulfilling 
trick, and declarer can un- 
tangle his three heart tricks 
because the jack of diamonds, 
is an entry to dummy. 


MOSCOW (R) — Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi arrived 
here Monday on her first visit to 
the Soviet LInion since 1976 and 
was given a huge official welcome 
by the Kremlin. 

President Leonid Brezhnev, 
Prime Minister Nikolai Tikhonov 
and Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko were at Moscow’s spe- 
cial Vnukovo airport and 
thousands of Muscovites were 
brought in to line the streets and 
wave flags as their motorcade 
drove past. 

Moscow residents said the wel- 
come was at least as warm as that 
given to Mis. Gandhi on her last 
visit six years ago, at the height of 
her controversial state of 
emergency in India. 

Non-Indian journalists were 
barred from the airport, appar- 
ently because of official sensitivity 
over Mr. Brezhnev’s health. But 
the 75-year-old Soviet leader 
looked fit and lively in recorded 
television pictures of the scene. 
Mrs. Gandhi was accompanied 
by her Foreign Minister P.V. 
Narasimha Rao and by her son 
Rajiv, a dose adviser. Indian 


sources said she would have a first 
round of talks with Mr. Brezhnev 
later Monday and attend a Krem- 
lin banquet. 

The last such big welcome for a 
foreign vishoT was staged two 
years ago for Afghan President 
Babrak Karmai. 

Mrs.Gandhfs visit follows a trip 
to Washington in August to repair 
ties with the United States, 
strained since 1971. Indian offi- 
cials say their country is trying to 
improve relations with Washing- 
ton and also to solve a border dis- 
pute with Peking, but not at the 
expense of relations with Moscow. 

Relations between the two 
countries have been helped by 
flourishing economic ties but 
India has been embarrassed by the 
continuing Soviet presence in 

Afghanistan . In dian o fficials Said 
Mrs. Gandhi would certainly raise 
the Afghan stalemate in her two 
rounds of talks with Mr. 
Brezhnev. 

One important aspect of the 
visit for the Soviet side is that 
India is the next chairman of the 
97-nation Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement. 


M-19 guerrilla group to 
suspend armed activities 


BOGOTA (R) — Colombia’s 
most prominent leftist guerrilla 
group, the April 19 movement 
(M-1 9), has deaded to suspend all 
armed activity from Monday, a 
group spokesman said. 

Ramiro Lucio Escobar, a 
former guerrilla and rep- 
resentative of M-19 on a state 
commissioa for political reform, 
said in a radio interview Sunday 
that the decision had been made 
by the guerrilla command in the 
light of President Beiisario Betan- 
cur’s initiatives to restore peace. 

Mr. Betancur came to power 
last month on a platform of 
national conciliation and has since 
agreed to hold direct talks with 
guerrilla leaders on ending the vio- 
lence which cost nearly 900 fives 
in 1981 alone. 

“It has been decided to cease all 
military activities,” Mr. Escobar 
said. M-19 had recently stepped 
up its attacks in several areas, par- 
ticularly in the southeastern pro- 
vince of El Caqueta. 

President Betancur said Sunday 
night that the military would be 
excluded from a peace com- 


mission headed by former Pres- 
ident Carlos Lleras Restrepo. He 
said the commanders of the army 
and the police force would be 
replaced by two retired army 
officers. 

Next Tuesday the commission 
of senators and deputies starts 
work on unifying three different 
amnesty proposals before con- 
gress into a single law, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 leftist 
guerrillas axe believed to be 
operating in Colombia, divided 
into five main groups. 

Meanwhile, the founder of 
another leftist grouping, the Col- 
ombian Revolutionary Aimed 
Forces (FARC), said on radio that 
his movement was willing to lay 
down arms if the government 
offered a wide-ranging and 
unconditional amnesty. 

The M-19's most spectacular 
attack was era the embassy of the 
Dominican Republic in Bogota in 
February, 1980, when a dozen 
foreign diplomats were held hos- 
tage for nearly two months. 


‘Give the Shah an injection 
to resolve the hostage crisis’ 


NEW YORK (R) — A former 
Iranian foreign minister once 
proposed ending the U.S. hostage 
crisis by having CIA agents kill the 
deposed Shah with a lethal injec- 
tion, according to the man who 
served as President Jimmy Car- 
ter's chief of staff. 

Hamilton Jordan said Iranian 
Foreign Minister ■ Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh put the idea to him at a 
secret meeting in Europe on Feb. 
16, 1980, three months after the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran was 
seized and 1 1 months before its 52 
hostages were freed. 

“It is easy”, Mr. Jortfihi quotes 
Mr. Qotbzadeh as saying in an 
extract from his memoirs app- 
earing in Newsweek magazine. 
“You just have to kill the Shah.” 

The Shah, overthrown in Feb- 
ruary, 1979, had been in the 
United States for medical treat- 
ment, the reason for the seizure of 
the embassy, and was by this time 


in Panama. 

“I am very serious, Mr. Jor- 
dan," Mr. Qotbzadeh was quoted 
as saying. “Perhaps the CIA (Cen- 
tra] Intelligence Agency) can give 
him an injection." 

When Mr. Jordan ruled out the 
idea, Mr. Qotbzadeh replied: 
“You asked me how to quickly 
resolve the crisis.” 

It had been known that Mr. Jor- 
dan met secretly with an Ir anian 
leader during the crisis but the 
Iranian's identity was never dis- 
closed. 

Newsweek said Mr. Jordan 
agreed to name Mr. Qotbzadeh 
only after he. was executed by a 
firing squad last week for plotting 
to oust Ayatollah Rubollah Kho- 
meini. 

Mr. Jordan said he flew to 
Europe in disguise, looking “like a 
sleazy Latin businessman,” for the 
meeting in the dining room of a 
private apartment. 


Gen. Evren 
arrives in 
Belgrade 

BELGRADE (R) — Turkey's 
military ruler Gen. Kenan Evren 
arrived here Monday for a four- 
day official visit which will include 
talks with Yugoslav leaders on 
major world issues, bilateral lies 
and regional cooperation in the 
Balkans. 

The visit was originally planned 
for last spring but was postponed. 
Later Gen. Evren visited 
Romania and Bulgaria, the two 
countries which together with 
Turkey, Yugoslavia and Greece 
take pan in multilateral Balkan 

cooperation. 

Yugoslav officials said relations 
between Belgrade and Ankara 
had developed favourably in the 
past rwo years and the two coun- 
tries were ready to promote their 
cooperation further, particularly 
in economic affairs. 

Gen. Evren's talks with Yugos- 
lav leaders would centre on the 
Middle East, the Mediterranean 
and the Madrid follow-up con- 
ference to the 1975 Helsinki 
European security summit, the 
officials said. 

The Cyprus problem was 
expected to come up during Gen. 
Evren's talks with Yugoslav lead- 
era, diplomats said. 

Gen. Evren praised the role of 
the Turkish army in internal polit- 
ical affairs. He said the army had 
in the past two years secured sta- 
bility in the country. 

He said the number of military 
officers occupying civilian posts 
had been steadily dropping, but he 
avoided a direct answer when 
asked when the army would hand 
back power to civilians. 

Princess Grace 
on being

1 LONDON (A.P.) — Princess 
Grace, who received a state fun- 
eral in Monaco Saturday following 
her death last Tuesday, found her 
greatest challenge in bringing up 
her three children bat hoped they 
would be able to withstand the 
glare of media publicity. 

The Sunday People, a British 
tabloid newspaper, quoted the 
former Hollywood star as saying 
shortly before her d e a th that she 
was pleased with the way Ste- 
phanie, 17, Albert, 24, and Car- 
oline, 25, were growing op. 

“Being a mother is a very cre- 
ative job,” the paper quoted, her 
as saying. “In today’s world, it 
may be looked down on but l think 
there is no greater challenge to 
women than raising children and 
trying to help them build their cha- 
racters.” 

In what It claimed was her last 
foil interview before her death fol- 
lowing an automobile accident, the 
paper quoted the prioress as say- 
ing: “Caroline is a very bright girt, 
Stephanie is still in the process of | 
growing and maturing and will do I 
extremely well.”

Liberal-SDP 
alliance 
loses steam 

LONDON (R) — Britain’s year- 
old Liberal-Social Democratic 
alliance has sunk to an all-time 
low in its standing with voters, 
according to an opinion poll pub- 
lished here. 

Its release coincided with the 
start of the traditional aut umn 
series of political party con- 
ferences ip Britain with Liberals 
gathering in the south coast resort 
of Bournemouth for a week of 
debate and policy-making. 

The survey by the Mori polling 
organisation, taken for a tele- 
vision programme, found that 
only 14 per cent of voters would 
back the Liberals and their Social 
Democratic Party (SDP) allies if a 
general election were held now. 

The figure marked a sharp drop 
from the 45 to 50 per cent 
recorded in the months that fol- 
lowed the foundation of the SDP 
tty defectors from the Labour 
Party and its alliance with the 
older Liberal Party. 


Amin Gemayel set to 
take Bashir’s place

BEIRUT (R) — Amin Gemayel 
now seems assured of almost 
unanimous backing to take the 
place his murdered brother Bashir 
when the national assembly meets 
Tuesday to elect a new president 
of Lebanon. 

The suggestion that Lebanese 
Muslim leaders would be willing 
to support a Falangist candidate 
for the presidency would have 
seemed wildly unlikely six months 
ago. 

The election of Bashir Gemayel 
to the presidency initially aroused 
strong opposition, mainly froth 
leftist groups. 

But soon his image in Muslim 
west Beirut changed, perhaps 
because of what was perceived as 
his opposition to a peace treaty 
with Israel and his concern for 
winning Muslim support. 

Bashir GemayeL who was due 
to assume the presidency on 
Thursday, was killed last week in a 
massive bomb explosion. 

Grief over his death was 
genuine among a large section of 
the Muslim community. He 
received a tribute from the leftist 
newspaper As-Safir. which said he 
had been moving from the image 
of a “Franco” to one of ”dc 
Gaulle” to try to save Lebanon. 

While Bashir was commander 
of the “Lebanese forces” Chris- 
tian militia. .Amin has been a 
deputy and a politician. As such, 
he had maintained good relations 
with many other Lebanese and 
Arab politicians. 

During his electoral campaign, 
he called at the higher Islamic 
Shiite Council headquarters 
where he also met a representative 
of the Mufti of Lebanon, the Sunni 
Muslim leader, and received 
assurances of both Shiite and 
Sunni Muslim support. 

One factor in favour of Amin 
Gemayel is that the Lebanese are 


anxious to emerge from the recur- 
rent cycle of violence which has 

gripped the country for the past 

seven years. 

After the 1975-76 civil war. 
Lebanese heaved a sigh of relief at 
the entry of Syrian troops as a 
peace-keeping force which put an 
end to oll-om fighting. 

But in 1978, fighting broke out 
between the Falangist militia and 
Syrian troops, whom they 
regarded as having become an 
army of occupation. 

The dashes ended after an Arab 
conference at Beiteddine, near 
Be irui, adopted a number of 
resolutions stressing the Arab 
character of Lebanon, streng- 
thening the authority of the state 
and arranging for the replacement 
of Syrian troops at some points by' 
other Arab soldiers serving in the 
peace-keeping Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF). 

There was a recurrence of vio- 
lence in the following years, the 
most serious being in 1981, with 
artillery duels between pre- 
dominantly Muslim west Beirut 
and Christian east Beirut. 

Bui the israefi-Palestinian fight- 
ing this summer brought devas- 
tating damage to Beirut and suf- 
fering to the civilian population, 
with power and water supplies cur 
off for long periods. 

With the election of Bashir, life 
seemed to be gradually returning 
to normal and a number of cros- 
sing points between the two halves 
of the capital which had been 
dosed since the civil war were 
reopened. 

One newspaper editorial said 
the death of Bashir and the Israeli 
thrust into west Beirut brought the 
situation “back to zero.” 

A businessman who had 
returned to Lebanon from abroad 
after reassuring news following 
Bashir's election said:“l wonder if 
I should have returned after all.” 


‘U.S. arms export control 
laws must be carried out’ 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The U.S. State Department's 
determination that Israel's inva- 
sion of west Beirut is a “clear vio- 
lation' 7 of the ceasefire in Leba- 
non paves the way for implemen- 
tation of U.S. arms export control 
laws, in the view of the National 
Association of Arab Americans 
(NAAA). 

Such implementation would 
require a halt of all U.S. military 
sales and assistance to Israel. 

David Sadd, executive director 
of the NAAA, urged that “all the 
power of the presidency, including 
• this cutoff of military aid, be exer- 
cised to force Israel's immediate 
withdrawal from west Beirut.” 

Addressing reporters at a Sept. 
17 press conference called by the 
NAAA, Mr. Sadd said, “it is 
imperative that our government 
move forcefully to stop Israel's 
renewed aggression against Leba- 
non... Israel must not be allowed 
to use the assassination of Leban- 
ese President-elect Bashir 
Gemayel as an excuse to resume 
hs quest for military control of 
Lebanon.” 

Mr. Sadd told reporters that the 
NAAA has contacted the chair- 
man of the appropriate seoate and 
bouse committees, asking them to 
request clarification from the 
■.Reagan administration as to 
whether the statement of “clear 
violation” of the ceasefire con- 
stitutes the necessary deter- 
mination to trigger implemen- 


tation of U.S. laws that would bait 
military aid to IsraeL 
Both the president and Con- 
gress have authority to determine 
whether a violation of the Arras 
Export Control Act has occurred, 
although neither is required by 
law to make a determination. 
Should either determine that a 
“substantial violation” has 
occurred, all arms sales, military 
sales credits and deliveries would 
be stopped, unless the president 
determines such a cutoff would 
adversely effect U.S, security. 

According to figures provided 
by Mr. Sadd, Israel is scheduled to 
receive about $1,700 million in 
military sales and assistance from 
the United States this year. He 
said another $1,500 million worth 
of military equipment from the 
United States to Israel is in the 
pipeline, that is ordered by Israel 
but not yet delivered. 

He said be believes that the 
Arab leaders meeting in Fez 
“responded to the Reagan initia- 
tive in a unified, positive fashion.’' 
On the other hand, Israeli 
Prime Minister Begin rejected 
President Reagan's proposals, and 
Mr. Sadd expressed the belief that 
Prime Minister Begin “is anxious 
to shift attention from the West 
Bank and Gaza to Lebanon.” 

Mr. Sadd also reported that the 
NAAA is requesting the U.S. 
government to offer “technical 
support to the Lebanese gov- 
ernment” in the assassination 
investigation. 


Hong Kong mob turns against 
Japanese shops, restaurants 


HONG KONG (R) — Anti- 
Japanese protests entered a new 
dimension here Sunday night 
when hundreds of soccer fans, 
upset by their team's defeat, tur- 
ned their anger against Japanese 
shops and restaurants. 

They smashed a plate glass win- 
dow at one store and tore down 
flags, notice boards and dec- 
orations at other shops and eating 
places. 

Other Japanese-owned pre- 
mises in Causeway Bay, one of 
Hong Kong's main shopping 
areas, put up steel shutters when 
they heard the crowd, some of 
them chanting “attack Japanese,” 
approaching. 

The crowd also stopped passing 
Japanese-made cars and thr- 
eatened to bum them. 

No serious casualties or damage 
were reported and the crowd dis- 
persed after the police had moved 

in to make arrests. But the ram- 
page marked a violent new trend 
in the wave of anti-Japanese pro- 
tests sweeping this British colony 
over Japan’s revision of its history 
books to cover up wartime Jap- 
anese atrocities. 

I A few hours earlier a home- 
made bomb — a crude device con- 


sisting of a few ounces of gun- 
powder packed into a plastic lan- 
tern, which police said was more 
like a firework than a real bomb - 
was found in a Japanese dep- 
artment store in Causeway Bay. 

On Friday an almost identical 
bomb exploded in another Jap- 
anese store, causing slight injuries 
to a salesgirl but little damage. 

Other Japanese institutions 
have received telephoned threats 
and bomb warnings and trade at 
Japanese shops and restaurants 
has been slashed by a two-day 
boycott called by students' and 
teachers' organisations. 

Six weeks of verbal protests 
were climaxed over the weekend 
by a rally in which an estimated 
10,000 people took part in Hong 
Kong’s Victoria Park. 

Sunday night's violence started 
with trouble inside a packed Hong 
Kong stadium at the end of a pro- 
fessional soccer match. The local 
favourites, south China, went 
down 2-1 after their rivafe, Bul- 
ova, scored from a controversial 
penalty two minutes from the end.
